bonds—common outlook, the same 
ideas and same ideals typified in 
a common language and common 
literature, Films were shown to- 
day to millions - of people all 
through’ the Empire ‘and they, must 
unconsciously influence. the’ ideas 
ind outlook of the British people. 
Only a fraction, of: something like 
five per cent. at-the present time 
of films shown in the British Em- 
pire were of British origin. From 
the trade viewpoint, the influence 
of thé cinema was no less impor- 
tant. Before the war 25 per ‘cent: 
of the films shown were British, 
but, during the war, British pro- 
gress in industry was stopped, and 
it ‘was then’ that American com- 
petitors forged ahead, very often: 
by using: British talent. » Faced 
with such competition, the Bri- 
tish industry needed somo mea~ 
sure .of security .and the Bill 
sought to give it. It was propos- 
ed that the quota of British films 
which an ~ exhibitor must show 
should always be lower than the 
quota, imposed upon the. renter. 
The renters’ quota would begin in 
1928 nnd the exhibitors’ in’ 1929 
and the quota in each case would 
start. at TY, per .cent. and rise: 
2% per cent, each year. He sub- 
mitted that the fiure was not tod 
low, It was very.important that 
there should be competition amony 
British producers and that was 
why the quota was deliberately 
kept low-British Wireless. 


Rejection “Moved. 


, London, Mar, 16. 
During the debate on the Cine- 
|matograph Films Bill, Sir Philip 
Cunliffe-Lister, replying'to a ques- 
tion, expressed the opinion that a’ 
scenario by a British author, bas- 
ed on a foreign story, should be 
classed as British. 

Sir Robert Horne hoped the Bill 
would help to get such a produc-" 
tion of British films as would over- 
whelm the exhibition in the East 
of films tending to lower the 
prestige of Westerners. Mr. Ram- 
say MacDonald moved the rejec- 
tion of the Bill-on the ground that 
it compelled the British trader to 
supply goods irrespective of their 
‘comparative merits and the de- 
mands ‘of their customers. ‘
